Rcananov^ secretary of the Kcmscaaol’elc City Committee YKF('b), gave the main 
report at the recent Ninth Kbmsomol'sl; City Party C'^nfercaoe, The report dealt 
mainly with the econcoilc progrcBs of the city and pointed out that the Pajriy 
organizations had Improved their vorlr In relation to industry. There is still a 
great need for Increasing the organizing and mohlllzing role of Party orgianlzatloine 
in Industry. 

The city Party organization has recent] y made considerable Improveanent in 
Party education. The majority of study circles and political schools are com- 
pleting their training programs successfully, although the city committee and 
Ita propaganda and agination section, headed by Dolln, are not giving enough 
assistance to propagand-^Bts. Control ovei’ independent etudy by Individual 
Camamnlsts is still wealr in many Party organizations, with the result that more 
than 250 persons, theoretically making Independent studies, are not dol^^g any 
work in this line. The grave shortccsuijigs of the city's Party orgsxilsaticvna 
are evident In the fact that the level of control by the city conmitteo over the 
economic and political life of the city is still lagging behind the demands of 
the TsK 7KP(b), The work of selecting and tralr-^ng personnel, Inspecting the 
operation of decrees and orders, and affording practical aid to primary Party 
organizations and groups Is etlll unsatisfactory on the part of the city ccmnilttoeo 

Slobodskoy, secretary of the Tsentral’nyy Rayon Cemmittee 7KP(b'. uolntod 
out that criticism and self-criticism are not developing satlafactoi'lly in the 
clty*s Party organization. There are many cases of attempts to cover up 
criticism, as In the example of Chub, director of the Prombank, who vas recently 
removed from the Party for this reason, rv^bgardt and Stepanenko, directors of 
certain construction projects, were also mentioned in this connection. 

Delegate Zhuravlev stated that the industrial section of the city Party 
ccomittee has been operating unsatisfactorily over a long period, and that Party 
control over directors of the city’s enterprises Is still extremely weak. 
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Yefimov, secrotary of the Khabarovak Eray Gonnnlttee VKP(b), also gay© a 
speech at the conference In vhich he criticized the shartocKalnge/ of the city*© 
.i.n.dustry and called for Increasea control by Party organlzatioais over fhlfillBent
